Garden clubs by state highway 
officials. 
Roadside improvement through 
widened shoulders as a factor in 
increased safety for the motor­ 
ist and 
the

off of 
scenery by the increased num ­ 
ber of billboards was discussed 
by James D. Adams, chairman of 
the state highway commission. 
The state program for roadside 
plantings was outlined by G. G. 
Holley , landscape engineer in 
charge of the paintings. 
Speak ing of the need for ade­ 
quate 
right-of-way 
as 
the 
foundation of any roadside im­ 
provement program, Mr. Holley 
said, ‘‘W ithout it none of the

from the new taxes—the intan­ 
gibles. the beer 
or excise 
and 
the gross income—will exceed by 
$809,534.97 the estimates of dis­ 
tributions, 
furnished 
by 
the 
state 
to 
school 
corporations 
when school budgets were being 
prepared 
last 
y ear, 
Governor 
McNutt said. Proposed distribu­ 
tions amounting to $9,765,403.60, 
were outlined for local officials 
in order that they 
might 
re­ 
duce property tax levies by the 
amount which they would re­ 
ceive from the new replacement 
taxes. 
The distributions, which 
are 
8.29 per cent 
above estimates, 
are equivalent to $16.08 for each 
of 657,682 children, the average 
daily school attendance in In­ 
diana. Figured on another basis, 
the distributions amount to $528.- 
60 for each 
of 
20,004 
school 
teachers. 
In addition to the money go­ 
ing to schools, the state has dis­ 
tributed $# ,145,574.30 to 
local 
governmental units from the in­ 
tangibles and excise taxes, m ak ­ 
ing total distributions of $11,- 
720,512.87 to schools and local 
units. 
The state k eeps 10 per cent of 
intangibles tax collections, with 
25 per cent of the remainder 
going to county general funds 
and 75 per cent to schools. With 
the exception of operating ex­ 
penses, the state k eeps none of 
the excise tax collections. Half 
of the excise license fees are re­

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ANOTHER CHAPTER IN WAR DEBT 
RENUNCIATION 
England has definitely decided to defau lt on its 
war debt to this cou ntry in an annou ncement 
from that cou ntry concerning the pay ment du e 
on Ju ne 15. The last few pay ments consisted 
only of so-called token pay ments which were 
only a fraction of the amou nt du e. This reminds 
u s once more that we shall nev er get the money 
back that was loaned to foreign cou ntries du ring 
the war when their back was to the wall and 
they begged for help. 
The tendency on the part of the majority of 
nations owing money to this cou ntry , borrowed 
du ring the war, has been to “welch” on their ob­ 
ligations ev er since that time. First it was the 
plea of inability du e to internal economic strife, 
nex t a requ est for rev ision which was granted, 
then fu rther negotiations and requ ests for leni­ 
ency , finally open threats and rebellion u ntil 
most all of ou r debtors hav e qu it pay ing alto­ 
gether. 
France has taken great joy in the fact that 
England has repu diated since it has another 
great power for company . French newspapers 
point to the fact that the action of England 
bears ou t the ju stification for the defau lting of 
France; that their policy is prov en right. 
International conditions and interdependency 
of nations make the establishing of policies and 
actions concerning war debt pay ment v ery in­ 
tricate, and delicate to handle. Ju st what the 
best cou rse to follow by this cou ntry is difficu lt 
to determine. It seems that we mu st take ou r 
medicine and shou lder the load of pay ing the 
debt, bu t certainiy the United States has learned 


its lesson in dealing with su ch rash international 
insincerity . We shou ld stu diou sly av oid fu rther 
situ ations of the kind in letting foreign cou n­ 
tries finance their own wars. 


CLOUDING THE ISSUE 
There is an ev er-recu rring argu ment to the 
effect that the railroads cou ld do a great deal to 
solv e their own problems by scaling down in­ 
debtedness and fix ed charges, and u sing the 
money thu s sav ed to stabilize wages and employ ­ 
ment. The argu ment is based on the premise 
that fix ed charges hav e increased ex cessiv ely 
since 1916. 
The fact of the m atter is that railroad indebt­ 
edness, in proportion to inv estment, was nev er 
30 small as it is now. Less than one-fou rth of 
the $8 ,000,000,000 inv ested in the rails since 1916 
is represented by fix ed charges. And finally , if 
all the annu al increase in interest on indebted­ 
ness incu rred since 1916 had been paid railroad 
employ es, their wages wou ld hav e been bu t 31/2 
per cent higher in 1929, and 6 per cent higher 
in 1933. In retu rn for that v ery moderate wage 
increase, the rights of millions of persons own­ 
ing railroad secu rities wou ld hav e been v iolated, 
and new capital, which is especially timid now, 
wou ld hav e been, driv en away from the indu stry . 
The tru th is that the railroads hav e done great 
things in keeping their costs — both fix ed and 
operating — down, withou t lessening the effi­ 
ciency of their serv ice to the pu blic. They hav e 
done ev ery thing in their power to make both 
ends meet. Demands for u neconomic changes in 
their financial stru ctu re contribu te nothing to 
a solu tion of the transportation problem — ihey 
merely clou d the issu e.

Ko­ 
rean and Kobe lespedeza sericea 
are growing on the field. 
The 
way these crops stand up under 
early summer 
drought 
condi­ 
tions is an interesting study and 
is of practical v alue in planning 
future seedings. 
The effect of soil treatments 
on the growing crops on this 
field of representativ e flat land 
can be plainly see in spite of 
the dry weather. Crops, especi­ 
ally the clov ers, stand droughts 
and unfav orable seasons much 
better where proper soil treat­ 
ments and methods of handling 
hav e been applied. The flat land 
of southeastern Indiana has un­ 
usual moisture holding capacity , 
and this has been partly respon­ 
sible for the high av erage y ield 
of crops on the ex periment field.
